I  elevated  your  request  up  the  chain  of  command  for  clarification.  The  County  CEO- 
Homeless  Initiative  has  issued  the  following  guidance,  re:  PEH  encampments  during 
COVID-19: 


During  this  pandemic,  requests  for  all  clean  ups  should  ensure  there  is  a  legitimate 
and  strong  safety  concern  for  persons  experiencing  homeless  and/or  the  general 
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public.  The  CDC,  State  and  County  has  offered  guidance  to  not  remove  any  tent  or 
encampments  regardless  of  size  to  ensure  the  safety  of  everyone  during  this 
pandemic,  because  moving  anyone  when  not  absolutely  necessary  could  endanger 
lives.  Therefore,  for  any  exemption  to  be  approved  by  the  CEO-HI,  there  will 
need  to  be  a  strong  public  safety  argument. 


It's  my  understanding  that  these  encampment  removal  limitations  will  remain  in  place  until 
the  overall  threat  of  COVID-19  has  passed.  If  I  receive  any  further  updates,  I’ll  share  with 
you.
